The Sixteenth Century Reformations Were

F one would have a proper con- 

cept of the motive and object of 
reform movements in the past, 
whether in Germany, or England, 
or Scotland, or Switzerland, one 
needs only to observe and interpret 
present-day political movements. 
History is ever repeating itself. 
Nothing is more evident than that 
Luther, in the first year of his dif- 
ficulties with the Catholic Church, 
had no intention of leaving the 
Church, much less of starting one 
of his own. He himself writes:

work of the devil, nor cease to 
have fellowship with the chil- 
dren of God, who are still abid- 
ing in the pale of Rome, on 
account of the multitude of the 
ungodly. There is no sin, no 
amount of evil, which should be 
permitted to dissolve the bond 
of charity, or break the unity 
of the body. For love can do 
all things, and nothing is dif- 
ficult to those who are united.” 


Nothing is more evident than 
that Henry VIII who, after Luth- 
er’s apostasy, wrote a pretentious 
work in defense of the Catholic 
Church against Germany’s reform- 
er, had no intention of leaving the 
Church, much less of starting one 
of his own. He dedicated this work 
to Pope Leo X, to whom he sent a 
letter as follows: 


“Most Holy Father: 


“As we Catholic sovereigns 
should uphold religion, when 
we saw Luther’s heresy run- 
ning wild, for the sake of Ger- 
many, and still more for love 
of the Holy Apostolic See, we 
tried to weed out this heresy. 

“Seeing its widespread hav- 
oc, we called on all to help us 
to eradicate it, particularly the 
Emperor and the _ Electoral 
Princes. Lest, however, this be 
not enough to show our mind 
on Luther’s wicked books, we 
shall defend and guard the 
Holy Roman Church not only 
by force of arms, but also by 
our wits. And therefore we de- 
dicate to Your Holiness our 
first fruits, confident that an 
abundant harvest will be 
gathered, should Your Holiness 
approve our work. 


“From Our Royal Palace at 
- Greenwich, May 21st, 1521. 
“Your Holiness’ most de- 
voted and humble son, Henry, 
by the grace of God King of 
England and France and Lord 
of Ireland.” 


Nothing is more evident, even 
from the reformers’ own admis- 
sions, than that their movements 
reformed nothing, but rather occa- 
sioned greater excesses in the lives 
of the people. Luther himself 
frankly admitted: 


“With this doctrine, the more 
we go forward, the worse the 
world becomes; it is the doing 
and work of that accursed 
devil. It is clear enough how 
much more greedy, cruel, im- 
modest, shameless, wicked, the 
people now is than it was un- 
der Popery.” (Erlanger Edi- 
tion, Luther’s Works, I, 14— 
1533). 


At another time he wrote as 


follows: 


“Since the downfall of 
Popery, and the cessation of its 
excommunications and spirit- 
ual penalties, the people have 
learned to despise the word of 
God. They care no longer for 
the churches; they have ceased 
to fear and to honor God.” 
(Luther Wercke Edit. Alten- 
burg, tome III, page 519. Rein- 
hard’s “Reformations Predig- 
ten”, Tom. III, page 445.) 


To his own testimony we might 
add that of other contemporaries, 
for instance, Martin Bucer wrote: 


“The greater part of the 
people seem to have embraced 
the gospel (!) only in order to 
shake off the yoke of discipline, 
and the obligation of fasting, 
penances, etc., which lay upon 
them in the time of popery, 
and to live at their pleasure, 
enjoying their lust and lawless 
appetite without control. They 
therefore lend a willing ear to 
the doctrine that we are justi-

FEWER BIRTHS MEAN 
GREATER UNEMPLOYMENT 


Professor Hersch, of the Univer- 
sity of Geneva, who has been study- 
ing the economic consequences of 
the fall of the birth-rate, has con- 
cluded that the falling birth-rate 
must be a powerful factor in pro- 
ducing permanent economic depres- 
sion and cannot be a remedy for 
unemployment. 

Professor Hersch points out that 
the decline in the birth-rate affects 
the age-distribution of the popula- 
tion. He says: 

“The percentage of children is 
already much reduced, especially in 
the Northern and Western coun- 
tries of Europe; the percentage of 
adults (partly owing to a reduced 
death rate) is high at present, but 
the proportion of young adults is 
beginning to diminish, and the per- 
centage of elderly and aged people 
is already relatively high. 

“Tf now there are but few chil- 
dren and many adults and aged per- 
sons, there must shortly be. still 
fewer children, fewer adults of 
working age, and more old people. 

In Northern and West Central 
Europe the birth-rate is all but the 
same as the death-rate, and may 
shortly fall below it. That is to 
say that the Western populations 
tend to be stationary.” (The same 
conditions prevail in our own coun- 
try where the birth-rate is falling 
rapidly.) 

What are the economic conse- 
quences of this development? 

Professor Hersch answers that 
there must be a diminution of con- 
sumers in the population in relation 
to producers, for the pari of ihe

'active consists entirely of young 
‘and mature adults. 


Children are 
consumers and not producers, and 
the decline in the number of chil- 
dren exceeds the increase in the 
number of the aged. 

The Professor also points out the 
fact that this steady decrease of 
the consuming population in rela- 
tion to the producing population 
must, all other things being equal, 
bring about growing unemployment, 
unemployment that is neither sea- 
sonal nor cyclical, but may be suit-

But those of you who wish to 
know more about Father Ryan, will 
be interested in learning that he 
was born in Norfolk, Virginia, in 
1839; that he was a devout priest 
(most wonderful thing of all), a 
poet, editor, and army chaplain, 
having been ordained a priest at 
the commencement of the Civil 
War. He served as a chaplain in 
the Confederate army throughout 
the duration of this internal con- 
flict. When the South was defeated 
he wrote “The Conquered Banner,” 
which was widely appreciated by 
those of his own. convictions. It 
really is a beautiful thing.

Rev. Bishop 
Haillandiere, of Vincennes, desiring 
assistance in expanding his diocese, 
appealed to the zeal of Father Sorin, 
c.8.C., and six Brothers of the French 
religious cOmmunity, known as the 
Congregation of Holy. Cross. In a 
sermon, at the anniversary Mass last 
year, the Rev, Leonard Carrico, C.S. 
C., said that on October 8, 1841, these 
seven valiant men responded to the 
eall of the bishop and came as mis- 
sionaries to this spot, then a wilder- 
ness, 


In November, 1842, they arrived at 
the place that was to be Notre Dame, 
with high hearts and a total capital 
of $40, to found a college and novit- 
fate. Ten acres of the future cam- 
pus had been cleared before the ar- 
rival of Father Sorin.

‘Notre Dame Looks 
Weak Against Kansas 


For the first time since 1906 
Notre Dame will meet Indiana to- 
morrow, Saturday afternoon, rated 
as the underdog. Indiana seems to 
have one of the best teams that 
has represented that school for 
many years, and the Irish, judging 
by last week’s comedy presentation 
in which they were lucky to gain a 
scoreless tie with Kansas, are woe- 
fully weak for a Notre Dame team. 
Indiana played heads-up football 
to tie a strong Minnesota team last 
week. Notre Dame played like a 
group of uncoached school boys 
and only the breaks of the game 
enabled her to hold the Jayhawk- 
ers scoreless. 

Poor direction and terrible block- 
ing tell the story of last Saturday’s 
game. The Irish need a leader and 
although they have one in Tony 
Mazziotti, the much advertised 
sophomore from the East, he was 
injured before the Kansas game 
and did not see action. Neither will 
he see action against Indiana. Gaul, 
Bonar and about a half-dozen other 
quarterbacks who worked last week 
cannot hope to carry on satisfac- 
torily unless they receive a great 
deal of expert coaching which this 
year seems not to be forthcoming 
at Notre Dame. 

Even the Notre Dame fine, 
‘which should be strong despite the 
loss of a few of last year’s regu- 
lars, was outplayed last week. 
'Kansas was strong, but if the Irish 
‘had had the drive and inclination 
to work they could have won the 
game. On two or three occasions 
they did show flashes of typical 
‘Notre Dame expert play which in- 
cludes perfect blocking, but they 
were only flashes and died out al- 
most immediately. 3 

Indiana has not beaten Notre 
Dame since 1906 and the Irish 
have never been held scoreless for 
three straight games, so should 
Indiana win or the Ramblers fail 
to score tomorrow, a few more 
records established by Rockne and 
his predecessors will be shattered. 
Notre Dame, you remember, lost 
the final game of the 1932 season 
to Southern California by a score 
of 13-0.

But he did not cease his 
efforts, as Botta writes, until t'v 
South was cleared of the foe and 
Kosciusko fired the last shot of 
the war in 1782.. The “battle 
fought and won,” the gallant war- 
rior returned to Philadelphia 
whence he had set out. At the al- 
tar of Old St. Joseph’s in Willing’s 
Alley, on bent knees, he acknowl- 
edged his own dependence upon the 
“King of Kings,” as the American 
leaders expressed their reliance 
upon him. Like Foch in our day, 
he evinced the truth that “God giv- 
eth the victory.” Kosciusko came 
to the Shrine of the Jesuits who 
had received him a stranger from 
Lithuania a few weeks after the 
Declaration of Independence. At 
Brescia, in Lithuania, Kosciusko 
had been a student of the sons of 
Loyola; at Philadelphia, in America, 
he received their respects for his 
unfeigned piety. Father Jordan, 
Chronicle of the parish, tells us that 
“The Jesuits highly praised the 
piety of Kosciusko;” at St. Jo- 
seph’s, where Mass had been cele- 
brated daily for two hundred years, 
even “while “Papists” were expelled 
from Maryland and priests pun- 
ished for appearing in the North. 

We now make mention of two 
other anniversaries that bear de- 
cisively on the question that Cath- 
olicism has continually supported 
true Americanism. Father Joseph 
Greaton, S. J., who built St. Jo- 
seph’s amid the State Buildings in

Father White, the Jesuit, who Seg 
nessed the conversion of Calvert, 
the Catholic priest, who assisted in 
the formation of the Charter that 
emanates from the great English 
Catholic document of the Cardinal 
Langton, the Magna Charta. When 
the Puritans too t control 
of Maryland, Father Greaton fos- 
tered a small congregation in 
Penn’s land, erecting the “Popish 
Chapel,” in 1733. We commemor- 
ate this year these two anniver- 
saries, which had a pronounced ef- 
fect upon the Colonies in their 
latter struggle against the pre- 
sumptuous George III]. The Cal- 
verts, J. Moss ives, LL. B., a non- 
‘Catholic Jurist, informs us, “recog- 
nized as no other Colonials did the 
principle of no taxation without 
representation.” And—“The first 
first successful resistance to the 
enforcement of the Stamp Act was 
in Maryland,” the first fruits of 
the teachings of the Royal Charter, 
a Catholic Document, for the crea- 
tion of true Americanism. Yet 
there were preceding blessings. 
The American foundations of re- 
ligious freedom originated in Mary- 
land that “‘went a step further than 
the constitution and laws of Eng- 
land and opened wide the door for 
the establishment of real religious 
liberty.” Again, the antecedents 
of these Calvert principles were 
Catholic; one Bl. Thomas More 
with his “Utopia,” that was not 
without influence from the work of 
an illustrious ancestor of Koscius- 
ko, Grand Duke Vytautas, crowned 
by the Pope for creating an empire, 
from the Baltic to the Black seas, 
as a protection from Tartars, yet 
permitting within the borders of 
his realm the undisputed right of 
all men to worship according to the 
dictates of conscience. The anni- 
versary of this great prince, too, 
was celebrated recently, and it is 
a very pertinent fact that he is no 
less than the character of Prospero 
‘in the “Tempest,” of Shakespeare, 
'whose influence upon Lord Calvert 
‘is paramount, whose works are un- 
iversally admitted to _ illustrate

ial dispensation of a Divine Proyi- 
dence for the creation of a “New 
Nation conceived in Liberty.” Cath- 
olics not only acknowledge these 
truths, but ve life’s blood to 
realize them for all Americans, The 
persons and places commemorated 
this year played important parts in 
the conflict to establish them. In 
deference to the National Anniver- 
sary in honor of Kosciusko, it is 
only fair to this Universal Hero, 
who fought for human freedom on 
two Continents, whom Jefferson 
called the “purest lover of human 
Liberty,” whom President Harrison 
named, “The Martyr of Freedom,” 
that his true motive, a “Love of 
God and Country” be rightly under- 
stood. Though he brought his 
heroic “Scythers” before the altar 
of Our Lady for a victory over the 
violent oppression of the Russians, 
combined enemies dishorsed him 
from a chivalrous leadership. Later 
from Soleure, where he died buried 
by the Jesuits whom he loved, Kos- 
ciusko addressed the Czar: “Only 
one anxiety troubles my soul and 
my joy.

pompous name of the Kingdom of 
Poland. .. a name alone does not 
constitute a nation.” If we take the 
warnings of such Statesmen, too, as 
Beck and Ritchie, the last words 
have a bearing for US.—J. Leo J.

FIRST CATHOLIC SLOVAK 
DAY 


The first Catholic Slovak Day of 
Lake County, Ind., came as a 
crowning sequence to a month’s 
enthusiastic preparations. October 


‘18, Sunday, dawned a perfect In- 


dian summer morn. The oaks of 
Wicker Park, tinged with gold of 
autumn, caught the glint of the 
sun. Beneath those towering trees 
a strange sight caught one’s eyes. 
An altar adorned with six flicker- 
ing candles and a large cross stood 
there elevated among a huge crowd 


of men, women and children. At 
eleven o’clock a trumpet sounded. 
The male choir intoned the “Ecce 
Sacerdos.” All eyes turned to see 
the Bishop, surrounded by priests 
and acolytes, wending his way to- 
wards the altar. The Mass, ancient 
worship of the ancient Church, be- 
gan solemn, dignified, splendid. 
What is this people celebrating? 
His Excellency, the Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, D. D., Bishop of 
Fort Wayne, gives tongue to the 
mind of this folk, nearly every one 
descended from Slovakia. In beau- 
tiful words he describes the cele- 


’| bration across the sea, the eleven- 


hundredth anniversary of the build- 
ing of the first Catholic church in 
the little town of Nitra far across 
the seas; the Church that became 
the cradle of Christianity to Cath- 
olic Slovakia: the church in which 
SS. Cyril and Methodius wor- 
shipped. Little did Pribina, the 
chieftain patron of that church, 
dream that his descendants should 
commemorate his act eleven hun- 
dred years later in far away Ame- 
rica. The Bishop pointed out thus 
the continuity of the Catholic 
Church, calling attention to the 
Hussite uprising, that has already 
passed into history. The Bishop 
also recalled the diamond jubilee 
of the diocese of Fort Wayne 
which began this day, and which 
the Slovaks of his diocese pri- 
marily got together to celebrate. 


There was another sermon, in 
Slovak, by the Rev. John Lach. 
The celebrant of the Mass was the 
Rev. Ignatius Stepuncik; deacon 
and subdeacon were the Rev. Cle- 
ment Mlinarovich and the Rev. 
John Kostik, C. PP. S. St. John’s 
church male choir from Whiting 
sang the Mass directed by the Rev. 
Cyril Ernst, C. PP. S 

After the religious worship came 
the Sokol exercises. Three hun- 
dred children from the various 
parishes, in perfect accord with 
Father Lach’s band, swayed and 
stepped in beautiful rhythm to the 
delight of the four thousand spec- 
tators. Others athletic events 
took place in rapid succession, 
leading up to the speaking pro- 
gram. The Rev. Ignatius Stepuncik 
of Gary, president of the celebra- 
tion, introduced the speakers, first 
among whom was the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Frank Jansen of Hammond. 
Dr. Hietko of Chicago gave the 
main speech. Very beautiful senti- 
ments were voiced by Mr. Estill, 
Prosecuting Attorney of Lake 
County, the Hon. Schulte, Con- 
gressman, Mayor Boyle of Whit- 
ing, Mrs. Helen Kocan, supreme 
president of the First Catholic 
Slovak Ladies’ Union, Mr. Rehak, 
athletic director of the Catholic 
Sokols, Stephen Adamcik and other 
notable Slovak lay leaders.

Second Mvstery: The Scourging of

It is not impossible that Mary 
may have chanced to find a place 
among the crowd of onlookers in 
the place where our Saviour was 
scourged. Picture to yourself the 
feelings that stirred her heart dur- 
ing this torment. 


1. Dwell for a little while on 
the events that preceded the 
scourging. The unjust and cruel 
sentence is pronounced and Jesus 
is led down the staircase of the 
Pretorium to the pillar in the 
centre of the courtyard below.
